TIIK PUBLIC JLANIH). 


An Effort Made in Congress to In- 


crease Priced—What wi»» Said for 
and Against the Proposition. 


At the last session of Cpngreas the 


>rices for surveying the public lands in 
,he Western States and Territories ware 
reduoed nearly 40 per cent. As a result 
surveyors refused to take contracts at 
;he reduced rates and no surveys have 
been made during the past year. It 
will be remembered that our Legislature 
memorialized Congress to restore tho 
old prices. While the Sundry Civil Ap- 
propriation bill was under consideration 
0 n the 23d of February an effort was 
unsuccessfully made by Western Repre- 
sentatives to go back to the old figures. 
The following running debate on the 
subject is from the Congressional Rec- 
ord of the date indicated: 


Mr. Brents—I ask the gentleman to 


withhold his point of order. 


Mr. Hiscock—I will reserve it until 


the gentleman makes his statements. 


Mr. Brents—Under the provisions of 


the Sundry Civil Appropriation bill of 
last year the rates for surveys -were re- 
duced $3 per mile. I opposed that re- 
duction at that time for the reason that 
1 was satisfied surveys could not be 
made in ray Territory at those rates. 
Subsequent information has confirmed 
me in in that opinion. 
\Ve have been 


unable to get any surveys whatever 
made at the minimum rates provided in 
that act for $5 per mile for section line? 
and $7 per mile for township lines. 


The matter has been brought to the 


attention of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office and the Secretory 
of the Interior, and they have written 
letters asking that increased rates be al- 
lowed for Oregon and Washington Ter 
ritory. This proposition, was subuiittec 
to them and modified in some respects 
at their suggestion. 


It simply gives the Commissioner o 


the General Land Office a discretionary 
power to allow greater ratus for surveys 
in Washington and Oregon. 
It is ut 


terly impossible to get surveys made 
there at the rates provided for in thin 
bill. Our agricultural lauds cannot b 
surveyed at all. Wa have been unable 
to get any contracts taken in eithei 
Oregon or Washington for thu survey o 
agricultural lands at the rates providec 
for in this bill. 


Augmaated rates aro provided foi 


heavily timbered lands nucl lands oov 
ered with thick underbrush. 
We have 


had some surveys of those lauds at the 
augmented rates, but the ngricultora 
lauds, where the tide of emigration is 
neoussarily settling in, cannot be sur 
veyed at these rates, for tho deputy sur 
veyors cauuot make surveys ut thosi 
rates except at a loss. 


Mr. Cassidy—I would like to 
b< 


heard for a moment upon that amend 
ment. All that has been said by th 
gentlemen from Washington Territory 
and the gentleman from Orogou applies 
with equal force to all the Wester 
States and Territories. 
Under the re 


duetiou iu the price allowed for thes 
surveys in that Western country, when 
labor is necessarily much higher than 
elsewhere, the surveys have been priic 
tically suspended during tho piist year 
Tho reduction mado at the last Congress 
was over 37 per cent in tho price. 


In reference) to the point uiajo by tho 


gentlomi'.n fi'om Now York, the Chair 
man of the Committee on Appropria 
tions, asking that this borulodout upoi: 
tho point of order, I desire to say him 
ply that it is not proposed by thii- 
amendment to chungo the existing la\i 
in any souse whatever. There ia uoth' 
ing iu the amendment which goes to tht 
rnauner or classification of the surveys 
It is simply the compensation allowec 
for them that is affected by this amend 
ment. And I hold, therefore, 
that, 


being germane under Rule XXI, it is eu^ 
tirely admissible as uu amendment to 
this bill. 


I had the houor of presenting a few 


days siaco to this House a memorial, 
unanimously adopted by the Legislative 
of my State, praying this body to in- 
crease the price of the biirveys of public 
lands in ihit State. This tuemoriul set 
forth fully the fact that during the lust 
yeur there had been no surveys what- 
ever made under the contract, system. 
Prior to 1S8U the price paid for this 
same class of surveys wtis $12, $14 suul 
$10, according to the classification 
At 


the last session of Congress I joined 
with the honorable gentleman from New 
York in repealing that portion of the law 
upon this subject which related to the 
deposit system. 
In other words, we 


iugrufted upon the bill a provision that 
certificates taken in payment of tha sur 
voys should be applicable oniy in the 
laud district where the survey is made. 
I believe that wa8 correct legislation. 
But I do not believe tlmt it was wise to 
reduce thu ruts for the surveying, or 
that tho rated should have been cut so 
largely us they were by that last appro- 
priation bill. 


I therefore appeal to gentleman on 


this floor to vote with me to restore ia a 
measure the old rates. The amendment 
I suggest increases the rates §1 per 
inilo on the specific classes of surveys
